frequencies, Emission, antenna and Transmit Power as specified in the Table below, 
namely :

4. Interference,- (]) Interleie iCe is the effect of unwanted energy due to one or a 
combination of emissions, radiations or induction upon reception in a radio communication 
system, manifested by any performance degradation, misinterpretation, or loss of 
information which could be extracted in the absence of such unwanted energy. (2) In case 
where any person to whom a licence has been issued under section 4 of the Act, informs that 
his licensed system is getting interference from any other radio communication system 
exempted under these rules, the user of such unlicensed Wireless equipment shall 
discontinue its use forthwith.
